Great Street Car Strike at 
St. 
Louis.

ST. LOUIS, Oct. 10.—This morning 
developments in the street car strike 
were much more quiet than had been 
expected. There was no rioting or trou- 
ble during the night, although there had 
been a double platoon of police in wait- 
ing all night. 


The business men's committee ap- 
pointed to arbitrate between the strikers 
nd street car presidents met and were 
joined by a committee of five men from 
the Kuighrs of Labor, headed by Cas- 
per Heap, secretary of the executive 
t)oard of the Knights of Labor who have 
been practically 
managing the street 
car strike. 
The latter said the strike 
was precipitated by the refusal of the 
street car officials to negotiate with the 
men. 
They would adhere to the de- 
mands for twelve hours a day ffnd twenty 
cents an hour for extra labor. 
They 
took no account of the earnings of the 
road, but demanded fair wages for all 
employes. 


Mr. Heep says the conductors demand 
:2 per day, and drivers $1.75. 
The 
committee then took a recess. 
The lines 
were all running at noon, having about 
two-thirds the usual number of cars in 
operation, each being guarded by two 
policemen. 


Charloa Green, president of the Peo- 
ple's railway, reported to the mayor that 
mob had gathered at his barn on Park 
avenue and that the drivers were being 
intimidated. 
Chief of Police Harrigan

Hell Gate Sent to the Sky. 
By Talegraph to T n I—TIMMU 


NEW YOBK, Oct. 10, 11:13 a. m.—The 
280,000 pounds of dynamite under the 
âood rock of Hell Gate has just been ex- 
ploded. 
The shook was plainly felt air 
the lower end of Manhattan Island. 


At 11 o'clock there was still a number 
of people on the ilood rock, a few mo- 
ments later, however, a tug . took them 
off. Hushed expectancy feÙ upon the 
vast crowd, and at precisely 11:13 o'clock 
the earth trembled and tbe bosom of the 
river was pierced with a mighty upheav- 
ing of rocks and timbers. 
Up went the 
glittering masses of water until it seemea 
as if they would never stop. At d 
height of 200 feet the up ifted waters 
parted and fell back again into the river. 


Mary Newton, the 
eleven-year-old 
daughter of General Newton, who SA 
chief engineer has conducted the opera- 
tions at Hell Gate since the start, touch- 
ed the button that set free the electric 
current that exploded the submarine 
mines. She, when a mere baby, touched 
off the firest Hell Gâte explosion. 
The 
shock of the collapse was felt only slight- 
ly on the Astoria shore and the noise re- 
sembled a far distant siibterranean thun- 
der. 


Where the flood rock had lifted its 
strong back a mass of broken wreck was 
seen on top of it all. 
The big derrick 
that had be.'n left to its fate and a 
broken huge tank that had been left at 
the north end of the island still stood in 
its place, tilted over a little as it had - 
settled when let down with the ¿ngry 
water from its aerial flight. 


Immediately after the explosion a tire 
broke out in the wreck and burned lust- 
ily amid the seething waters. 
Four in- 
stantaneous photographs were taken by 
the officers of the corps of engineers 
from the firing point at Astoria., As far 
as it was possible to judge from the posi- 
tion and appearance of the wreck the 
explosion had been an entire success, 
though for the present the vicinity of the 
blasted rock is dangerous.

The World Has Windows Jjook 


ing Out Upon I>eath and 


Perdition. 


Saved Souls Must Turn Toward 


the Home Not Made With 


Hand.s. 


The Rev. T. DeWitt Talmage preach 
ed Sunday morning in the Brooklyn 
Tabernacle on the subject "Window* 
Towards Jerusalem." Before the sermon 
he expounded the parable in Luke con- 
oemiiig the widow's plea before the un- 
just judge, and showed how God honor- 
ed prayer. 
Sunday waa communion 
Sabbath and numbers were added to the 
church memberehip, which now reaches 
'considerably beyond three thousand. 
The opening hymn was: 


Nearer, my God, to Thee. 
E'eu though it be 
A cross that raiseth me; 
Still all my song shall be, 
Nearer, my God, to Thee, 
Nearer to Thee. 


The text of the sermon ^as from 
Daniel vi., 10: "His windows being 
open and his chamber toward Jerusa- 
lem. ' ' Dr. Talmage said : 


The scoundrelly princtes of Persia, 
urged on by political jealousy against 
Daniel, have succeeded in getting a law 
passed that whosoever prays to God shall 
be put under the paw and teeth of the 
lions, who are lashing thernselres in 
rage and hunger up and down the stone 
cage, or putting their lower jaw on the 
ground, bellowing till the earth trem- 
bles. 
But the leonine threat did not 
hinder the devotions of Daniel, the 
cœur de lion. 
These enemies migl^iii as 
well have a law that the sun should not 
draw water, or that the south wind 
should not sweep across a (garden of 
magnolias, or that God should be abol- 
ished. 
They could not scare him with 
the red-hot furnaces and they can not 
now scare him with the lions. 


As soon as Daniel hears of this enact- 
ment he leaves his office of secretary of 
state, with its upholstery of crimson and 
gold and comes down the white marble 
steps and goes to his own house. He 
opens his window and puts litis shutters 
back and pulls the curtain aside so that 
he can look Toward the sacred city of 
Jerusalem, and then prays. I suppose 
the people in the street, gathered under 
and before hip window and said: 
"Just 
see that man defying the law; he ought 
to be arrested," and the constabulatory 
of the city rush to the police head-quar- 
ters and report that Daniel is on his 
knees at the wide open window. "You 
are my prisoner," said the officer of the 
law, dropping a heavy hand on the 
shoulder of the kneeling Daniel. 
AB the 
constables open the door of the cavern to 
thrust in their prisoner, they see the 
glaring eyes of the monsters. But 
Daniel becomes the first lion-tamer and 
they lick his hwds and fawn at his feet, 
and that night he sleeps with the shaggy 
mane of a wild beast for his pillow, while 
the king, that night sleepless in the pal- 
ace, has on him the paw and teeth of a 
lion he can n®t tame—the lion of a re- 
morseful conscience. 


What a picture it would be for some 
artist; Darius in the early dusk of morn- 
ing, not waiting fo* footman or chariot* 
hastening to the den, all flushed and 
nervous and in deehabile, and looking 
through the crevices of the cage to 
see what had become of hi« prime min- 
ister. 
"What! no sound!" he saya: 
TDaniel is surely devoured, and thelions 
are sleeping after their horrid meal, the 


b o n e s of the poor man scattered across 
the floor of the cavern." With trembling 
voice Darius calls out: "Daniel!" No 
answer, for the prophet is yet in profound 
slomb^ 
But a Hon more easUy awak- 
ened, adva^cflB, and with kot, breath 
blown thxough the orevioe, seems m '

native laud, and all the poinp of his 
Babylonish «aoo earn could not make 
him fc»get it. He came there from Jera- 
saiem at eighteen years of age and lie 
never imiCed it, though he lived toi>e 
eighty-five years. Yet when he wantec 
to aronsjB the deepest emoti<ms and 
grandest aspiraticms of liis heart he had 
his window open toward Jerusalem, 
There are many of yon to-day who un 
derstand that without any exposition 
This is gating to be a nation of foreign- 
ers. T h ^ have com^ into all occupa- 
tions and prof essions. 
They sit in all 
churches. It may be twenty years ago 
since you got your naturailipition papers 
and you may be thoroughly American 
ized, but you can't forget the land of 
your birth, and your warmest sympathies 
go out toward it. 
Your windows are 
open toward Jerusalem. 
Your father 
and mother are buried there. 
It may 
have been a very humble home in which 
you were born, but your memory often 
plays around it, and you hope some day 
to go and see it—the hill, the tree, the 
brook, the house—the place so sacred, 
the floor from which you started off with 
parental blessing to make your own way 
in the world; and God only knows how 
sometimes you have longed to see the 
familiar places of your childhood and 
how in awful crises of 
life you 
woul J like to have caught a glimpse of 
the oW wrinkled face that bent over you 
as you lay on the gentle lap, twenty, or 
forty or fifty years ago. You may have 
on this side of the sea risen in fortune, 
and like Daniel, have become great anc 
may have come into prosperities which 
you could never have reached if you 
had stayed there and you may have 
many windows to your house, bay-win- 
dows and skylight windows of conserva- 
tory and windows on all sides, but you 
have at least one window op^ toward 
Jerusalem. 


When the foreign steamer comes to 
the wharf you see the long line of sailors 
with shouldered mail-bags coming down 
the planks carrying as many letters as 
you might suppose would be enough for 
a year's correspondence, and this repeat- 
ed again and s^ain during the week. 
Multitudes of them are letters from 
home, and at all the post-offices of the 
land people will go to the window anc 
anxiously aak for them, hundreds of 
thousands of persons finding that win- 
dow.of foreign mails the open window 
toward Jerusalem. 
Messages that say: 
When are you coming home to see us? 
Brother has gone into the army. Sister 
is dead. Father and mother are getting 
very feeble. We are having a great 
struggle to get on here. Would you 
advise us to come to you, or will you 
come to us? All join in love, and hope 
to meet you, if not in this world, then in 
a better. Good-by!" 


PATHBBLAND. 


Yes; yes; in all these cities and amid 
the flowering western prairies and on the 
slopes of the Pacific and amid the Sier- 
ras and on the banks of the [lagoon and 
on the ranches of Texas, there is an un- 
counted multitude who, this hour, stand 
and sit and kneel with their windows 
open toward Jerusalem. 
Some of them 
played on the heather of the Scottish 
hills. Some of them were driven out by 
Irish famine. Some of them were ac- 
customed at Lyons or Marseilles or Paris 
to see on the street Victor Hugo and 
Gambetta. Some chased the chamois 
among the Alpine precipices. 
Some 
plucked the ripe clusters from Italian 
vineyards. Some lifted their faces under 
the midnight sun of Norway. It is no 
dishonor to our land that they remem- 
ber the place of their nativity. Miscreants 
would they be if, while they have some 
of their windows open tp take in the free 
air of America and the sunlight of an 
athmosphere which no kingly despot has 
ever breathed, they forgot sometimes to 
open the window towar Jerusalem. No 
wonder that sometimes when the Swiss 
is far away from home at hearing the 
national air of his own country sung the 
malady of home sickess comes on him so 
powerfully as to cause his death. You 
have the example of the heroic Daniel of 
my text for keeping ea^ly memories 
fresh. Forget not the old folks at home. 
Write oft^ and if you have surplus of 
means and they a deficit make practical 
contribution and rejoice that America is 
bound to all the world by ties of san- 
guinity as is no other nation. Who can 
doubt but it is appointed for the evaii- 
gelization of all lands? What a stirring, 
melting, goepelizing theory that all the 
doors of other nations are oppned toward 
us while our windows are open toward 
them! 


INFLUENOES. 


But Daniel in the text kept this port- 
hole of his domestic fortress unclosed, 
because Jerusalem was the capital of 
sacred influences. 
There smoked the 
sacrifice. There was the Holy of Holies. 
There 
was the ark of the covenant. 
There stood th« temple. 
We are all 
tempted to keep oar windows opei) on 
the opposite side, toward the world, that 
we may ^ and heur aiid appropriate its

sheer down. So the world first embraces 
. its idolaters, then closes upon them^th 
tortures and then lets ihem drop forever 
down. 


The highest honor the world could 
confer was to make a man Homan em- 
peror. lint out of sixty-three emperors 
it allowed only six to die peacef^y in 
their beds. The dominion of this world 
over multitudes is illustrated by the 
coins of 


m^y countries. 
They have 
their pieces of money which they call 
sovereigns and half-sovereigns, crowns 
and half-crowns, napoleons and half- 
napoleons, fredericks and double-fredOT- 
icksand ducats and isabellions, all of 
which names means not so much useful- 
ness as dominion. 
Thé most of our 
windows open toward the exchaage, to- 
wards the salon of fashion, toward the 
god of this world. In olden time& the 
length of the English yard was fixed by 
the length of the arm of King Hanry I., 
and we are apt to measure things by a 
variable standard and by the human arm 
that in the great cricis of life can give 
us no help. We need, like Daniel, to 
open our windows toward God and re- 
ligion. 


ON HIS KNEBS. 


But, mark you, that good lion-tamer 
is not standing at the window, but kneel- 
ing while he looks out. Most photo- 
graphs are taken of those in staiMUng or 
sitting jHJsfcure. 
I now remember but 
one picture of a man kneeling, and that 
was David Livingstone, who, in the 
cause of God and civilization, sacrificed 
himself, and in' the heart of Africa his 
servant, Majwara, found him in the tent 
by the light of a candle stuck on the 
top of a box, his head in hands upon 
the pillow, and dead on his knees. But 
here is a great lion-tamer living under 
the dash of the light and his hair dis- 
heveled of the breeze, praying. The 
fact is that a man can see further on his 
knees than standing on tip-toe. Jerusa- 
lem was about 550 statue miles from 
Babylon, and the vast Arabian desert 
shifted its sands between them. Yet 
through that open window Daniel saw 
Jerusalem, saw all between it, saw be- 
yond, saw time, saw eternity, saw earth 
and saw heaven. 


Would you like to see the way through 
your sins to pardon, through your trou- 
bles to comfort, through temptation to 
rescue, through dire sickness to immor- 
tal, health,through night to day, through 
things terrestrial to thing§ celestial, you 
will not see them till you take Daniel's 
posture. No cap of bone to the joints of 
the finger,^© cap of bone to the joints of 
the elbow, but cap of bone to the knees, 
made so_ because the god of the body 
was the god of the soul, an especial pro- 
vision for those who want to pray, and 
physiological structure joins with spiri- 
tual necessity in bidding us pray and 
pray and pray. In olden times the earl 
of Westmoreland said he had no need to 
pray, because he'had enough pious ten- 
ants on his estate to pray for him; but 
all the prayers of church 
universal 
amount to nothing unless, like Daniel, 
we pray for ourselves. 


O, men and women, bound|pd on one 
side by Shadrach's red-hot furnace, and 
the other by devouring lions, leam the 
secret of courage and deliverance by 
looking at that Babylonish window open 
toward the southwest. 
"Oh," you say, 
that is the direction of the Arabian 
desert." Yes, but on the other side of 
the desert is God, is Christ, is Jerusa- 
lem, is Heaven. The Brussols lace is 
superior to all other lace; so beautiful, 
so multiform, so expensive—four hun- 
dred francs a pound. All the world seek 
it. Do j^ou know how it is made? The 
spinning is done in a dark room, the 
only light admitted through a small 
aperture, and that light falling directly 
on the pattern. And the finest speci- 
mens of Christian character I have ever 
seen or expect to see are those to be 
found in lives all of whose windows have 
been darkened by bereavement and mis- 
fortune save one, but under that win- 
dow of prayer the interlacing of divine 
workmanship went on until it was fit to 
deck a throne, a celestial embroidery, 
which angels admired and God ap- 
proved. 


JEUUSAI<BM THE BBTDE. 


But it is another Jerusalem toward 
which we¡now need to open our windows. 
The exiled evangelist of Ephesus saw it 
one day as the surf of the Icarian sea 
foamed and splashed over the bowlders 
at his feet and his vision reminded mc 
of a wedding day when the bride by 
sister and maid was having garlands 
twisted for her hair and jewels strung 
for her neck just before she puts her 
betroth^ hand in the hand ot her affian- 
anced. 
John, saw the holy city, 
New Serusalem, coming down from God

Yea, as Daniel had kindred in Jemaalcan 
of whom he had often thought, though 
he had left home when a very young 
man, perhaps father and mother and 
brothers and sisters atill living, and was 
^lomesick to see tkem, and they belonged 
to the higher ciroles of royalty—Daniel 
had royal blood in his veins—so we have 
in New .Jemsalem a great many kin- 
dred and we are sometimes homesick to 
see them and they are princes and prin- 
cee8es,in them the blood imperial and 
we do well to keep our windows open to • 
ward-their eternal residence. It is a joy 
for us to believe|that while' we are inter- 
ested in tlfem they ate interested in us. 
Much thought of heaven makes one 
heavenly. The airs that blow through 
that open window are charged with life, 
and sweep up to us aromas from gardens 
that never wither, under skies that never 
cloud, in a spring tide that never termi- 
nates. Compared with it all other things 
are dead failures. 


MANY IDEAS OF HEAVEN. 


Homer's heaven was an elysium which 
he describes as a plain at the end of the 
earth or beneath, with no snow or rain- 
fall and the sun never goes down, and 
Ehadaman thus, the justest of men, 
rules. Hcsoid's hea.ven is what he calls 
the islands of the blest, in the midst of 
the ocean, three times a year blooming 
with the most exquisite flowers and the 
air is tinted with purple, while games 
and music and horse-races occupy the 
time. The Scandinavian's heaven was 
the hall of Walhalla, where the god Odin 
gave unending wine suppers to earthly 
heroes*and heroines. The Mohomedan's 
heaven passes its deciples in over the 
bridge Al-Sirat, which is finer than a 
hair and sharper than a sword aud then 
they are let loose into a riot of everlast- 
ing sensuality.

It begins by adverting to 
the fact that on his xeturn after the 
suit had been commenced, the presi- 
dent 
called his attention to what 
was 
being 
said 
about 
it 
in 
the newspapers and the writer then 
nformed 
the 
President 
that all 
he knew about it was contained in the 
telegram sent to the New Orleans 
Times-Democrat, 
when the 
matter 
was first made 
public. 
That the 
matter having since assumed general 
mportance, the writer had thought it 
]>roper or his estimation to lay the 
I'acts fully before the President and 
cabinet, 
On the current date, the 8th 
inst, on further 
reflection he had 
decided to put the matter in writing 
to be used at the president's pleasure. 
He goes on to say that about three 
years ago, before he had any idea of 
being made attorney-general, he joined 
with 
the 
Pan 
Electric 
Tele- 
phone 
company, 
of 
which 
he 
lew as mad the attorney Eyerything in 
connection with it was done in good 
faith. Last summer Mr. Casey Young, 
Colonel Geo. W.Garrett, Mr.Van Ben- 
thuysen and others came to him and 
asked 
that a suit be 
commenced 
in the United States court on behalf 
of the Pan Fleotric Company, to tost 
the validity of the Bell patentg. 
He 
told them he could not consider the 
matter, because he was stockholder in 
and attorney for the Pan Electric com- 
pany; 
that 
this 
fact 
prevented 
aim 
from 
considering 
such 
a 
thing. He heard no more of it until he 
received a dispatch from the Times- 
Democrat, he being then in Arkansas. 
He did not then know that the use of 
the name of the United States had 
been granted. 
He then goes an to say 
that in a suit brought by the solicitor 
general, who, under the law, is not the 
deputy or agent of the Attorney General 
and in the absence or disability of the 
attorney-general, he is empowered to 
exercise all the duties of that office. 
He adds: The disability is not limited 
to the one of physical inability to per- 
form the duties, but has reference to 
and includes that, as well as mental in- 
capacity, or incapacity on account of in- 
terest in the subject matter and incases 
coming within this statemeiit, the sol- 
icitor-general acts for himself. He is not 
responsibJe to the attorney general and 
the attorney general can exercise no 
control over his discretion. 
So in the 
case represented, being disabled or dis- 
qualified from acting, I, as attorney 
general, simply sat out, as it were, as 
the 'reports show, a justice of the su- 
preme court and of other courts does, 
when 
he has previous to <?oming 
on 
the 
bench or 
has 
otherwise, 
been connected with a case before 
the court. This independent charac- 
ter of the solicitor general in matters 
of this sort, makes him even a cabinet 
officer in the absence of the attorney 
general and head of this department. 
There is plenty of evidence of the sol- 
icitor general's acting in the cabinet 
councils in the absence of the attorney 
general; so that when it came to me 
that the Pan Electric Telephone com- 
pany 
wanted 
to 
use 
the 
name 
thf» 
United 
States 
to 
test 
the validity of the Bell Telephone 
patent, I being disabled to act upon 
hi^rein before stated, the solicitor 
general was the proper person to act, 
whether I referred the matter to him, 
or whether I left the parties (as 1 did) 
to seek him, or any other remedy as 
best they could. The fact of my ab- 
sence is of no moment in this inquiry, 
because if I was disabled to act and 
here at the department of justice in 
persop,the Solicitor General could act. 


The attorney general then proceeds 
to cite a number of cases in point, 
wherein solictor generals have taken 
independent action on matters coming 
within the sphere of the attorney gen- 
eral,but which the latter was debarred 
from considering, by reason of being 
personally interested. 
He concludes 
as follows: '-'In answer to the question 
propounded 
to 
me 
at- 
the 
cabinet 
meeting, 
by 
yourself 
and 
others, 
as 
to 
the 
course 
of proceedure governing such matters, 
I wish to say that there is a custom in 
this department, not any fixed adopt- 
ed rule, but a practice, to have these 
questions all referred before they are 
finally passed upon here, to the de- 
partment from which 
the 
original 
transaction 
eminates. 
There 
have 
been 
few 
applications 
to 
rae 
since I have been Attorney Gwneral 
for the use of the name of the United 
States to test patents for lands as well 
as patents for inventions, and I have 
had them in each case referred to the 
department from which the particular 
patent is issued, for imformation and 
suggestions, before I acted upon them 
finally here. Not that an . sugges- 
tion 
or 
advice 
from 
that 
de- 
partment' 
would 
be 
binding 
or 
conclusive 
upon 
this, 
but 
for 
sake of a harmonious and regular ad- 
ministration of the affairs of th-j exec- 
utive department is this custom or 
ptftctice observed. 
I do not say that 
action could not be had by the de- 
partment independent of this course, 
but in the few cases that have been be- 
fore me I have followed the precedent. 
Within the last four days I have done 
the same in an application for the use 
of the name of the United States to 
test a patent for an invention.'* 


Accompanying the letter of the at-, 
torney general is the following from 
the president:

Solicitor Goodp, under date of to- 
day, replies, acknowleelging the prev- 
alence of the custom of reference and 
his omission of it, and adds: "This 
omission was not the result of a lack 
of familliarity with the reutine in 
such cases, but of a satisfactory per- 
suasion derived entirely from the pa- 
pers 
presented to ma, as to what 
was 
right 
and 
proper 
to 
be 
done in the premises. 
In addition to 
the affidavits which accompany the 
letter of the district attorney, who 
made the application for permission to 
use the name of the United States in 
bringing the suit, he transmitted an 
attested copy of all the writings filed in 
the patent office and the proceedings 
had thereupon, which resulted in the 
issue 
and 
delivery 
of the 
let- 
ters patent to Mr. Bell. After a 
careful examination of these exhibits, 
which appeared to be duly authenti- 
cated, 1 come to the conclusion that all 
the necessary information has already 
been furnished by the patent office and 
inasmuch as the question presented 
by the papers, for my consideration 
was a legal one, I did not deem it 
advisable to refer the application to 
the Interior department for sugges- 
tions. 
In closing, he says he concurs 
in the suggestion that the precedent 
is a bad one to set and that he has ac- 
cordingly written 
to United States 
Attorney McCarry, of the western dis- 
trict of Tennessee, directia^ him to 
discontinue said suit.
